The New Hampshire plan of in- 
creasing employment by shorten- 
ing the work day and week was 
presented today to Secretary La- 
mont of the, commerce depart- 
ment by a delegation of New Eng- 
landers, headed by Governor Wih- 
ant of New Hampshire. 
It was a preliminary meeting 


before the delegation discusses the 
plan at the White House tonight 
with President Hoover. This after- 
noon the visitors presented the 
project for re-employing, thousands 
of idle men with Secretary Doak 
at the labor department. 


Lament explained that the New 
England visitors who seek to have 
Mr. Hoover call a national con- 
ference to bring about widespread 
use of the shorter day week had 
merely outlined their plan. 
He declined to give his attitude 
toward a national conference of 
labor and industiy or an expres- 
sion on the New Hampshire plan, 
pleading that he had not had 
sufficient time to study the ques- 
tion. 


Only the New Hampshire plan, 
Lament said, will be discussed at 
the conference tonight with Mr.

Chancellor Heinrich Bruening. 
Hitler and his Nazi followers 


doubled their

but fell far short of achieving the 
clear majority they sought, receiv- 
ng little more than one-third of 
the total vote.

will have 607 members, distributed 
among the parties as follows:

97, communists 89, nationalists 37, 
populists 7, Christian socialists 4, 
state's party 2, farmers' party 2. , 
Besides the rightist parties' fall- 


uure to get a majority, the great- 
est surprise was the rise of the 
communists who increaed their 
strength, from 77 seats to 89. 


This was taken as evidence that 


the radlcalizatlon of Germany was 
continuing and the crushing of the 
moderate parties of the right was 
accepted as indicating that the 
middle of the road course no lon- 
ger appeals to the German voter. 


The day Itself was peaceful, af- 


ter the bloody riots which preceded 
it for a month, costing the lives of 
about 125 people.

Mrs. Southard married the Den- 
ver man last March, almost a year 
after her escape from the Idaho 
institution by scaling a 16-foot 
wall.

Akron. O." ,She was identified in 
Denver, following her flight, after 
the arrest of David Minton, 45, 
who confessed he aided in her 
prison escape.

Concerted efforts on tho part 


of Anderson, Navarro and Hill 
counties, and possibly others, to 
secure the definite designation of 
highway 22 from Corslcana to Pal- 
estine will be made In a confer- 
ence before the state highway 
commission at Austin next Wed- 
nesday according to plans made 
at a meeting of county represent- 
atives in Corelcana Friday after- 
noon. 


Citizens and officials from 'An- 
derson, Hill and Navarro counties 
attended the conference held in 
the chamber of commerce, and as- 
surance was given that Hamilton 
and Bosque counties would join 
the delegation to Austin if they 
were desired. 


J. N. Edenn, chairman of the 
Corslcana highway committee, pre- 
sided at the meeting and briefly 
explained Its purpose, as another 
attempt to secure the final desig- 
nation of the road and assurance 
that it would be constructed as 
soon as possible, since all require- 
ments made when the road was 
conditionally 
designated 
several 
months ago had been met in 
every possible way. 


Anderson County Beady 


W. L. Tubbs of Palestine re- 
ported that the highway in An- 
derson county had been completed 
almost to the Trinity river, and 
that while they had no bond funds 
remaining to carry on the pro- 
ject, they would assist in every 
possible way. He stated that much 
of tl,e road in that county had 
been built under state specifica- 
tions; the 
people 
of Anderson 
county have been convinced of the 
need of the additional highway 
which will complete their road 
program, he reported. 


Mr. Edena reported that work 
had almost been completed in the 
securing of the right of way to 
the Trinity river from Corslcana, 
and that an appointment had been 
made for a hearing before the 
highway department on Wednes- 
day, August 3. 


T. J. Burdette of Hillsboro dis- 
cussed (he Importance of the road 
to Hillsboro and Hill county. 
He quoted D. K. Martin, mem- 
ber of the highway commission, 
as saying In a public address a 
few days ago, "We will build high- 
way 22, and we will build it im- 
mediately." 
He pledged the ef- 
forts of Hillsboro in every possible 
way to the project. 


H. C. Nash, 
Navarro 
county 
judge, reported that his county 
had expended some $400,000 on the 
road and tint additional 
funds 
were available. He said that he 
understood a new survey of the 
road west from Corslcana was be- 
ing made to take the highway 
through the small towns and not 
around them as In the original 
route plan. 


M. S. Wood, Hill county judge, 
said that his county had no bond 
funds 
available, 
but that they 
would secure the right of way for 
the road as specified by the state 
highway commission-in a recent 
meeting, He said that resurfacing 
with gravel had been ordered for 
a portion of tho road now com- 
pleted, and that a survey was 
being made from Aqullla creek 
west to Whitney. 


Vitally Interested 


Mr. Burdette reported that citi- 
zens of Hamilton and Bosque coun- 
ties were vitally interested in the 
road and would be glad to join in 
the conference if 
the 
original 
parties desired. 


A, F. Mitchell, Navarro county 
engineer, .urged all possible speed 
in securing the designation and 
assurance that the road would be 
completed as rapidly as possible. 
B. J. Kennedy, county judge of 
Anderson county, pleaded tho ef- 
forts of his citizenry in behalf of 
the road, and said that they would 
be glad to meet the Corsicana and 
other delegations in Austin next 
Wednesday for the meeting with 
the highway commission. 
E. H. Shelton, former Anderson 
county Judge, briefly traced the 
difficulties encountered in connec- 
tion with highway 22 over the sev- 
eral years it has been sought, and 
reported that 
only recently the
